Negotiations
had not been broken off, but war preparations
on both gides were belng harried ?nrwnrﬂ with
all possible rapidity, Bo the matter now
stanids.  Our next telegram may bring us the
intelligence that the dificulty Las been got
over, or that the two largest, best diseiplined,
and best equipped armies of modern times
have met in mortal conflict, and that war
raging on the ancient battle-fiald of Burope.
In the absence, however, of positive evi-
demos to the contrary, we are unwilling to
belove that the mediation of the other great
powers will be in vain. The oatensible ques-
tion at issue ig not of sufficient importancs to
Justify a war which, if onoe begun, is all but
certain to sweep, conflagration-like, over the
length and breadth of Karope, and to prove
more disastrous than blissful in its conse-

]‘“\l\t',l."],m.m well enongh that a war betwaen
Prussia and France would be a ditferent affair
from last spmmer's war between Prussin and
Anstria. Bul we see no renson Lo sappose
that the difference would necessarily be of
such acharacter that the former muost produce
disastrous vonsequences in this country, In
gome respects it may be harder apon us, bat
in others it assuredly looks less threatening
than did the war o yvear ago. The coming
war (il thus wa may l--]ll‘.’L!\'_} 14 Hk-‘l)‘ to cover

more time than did the war of last year;
put there are many reasons to doubt its
being & long war. It will take mo time to
britng the opposing lorces in front of each

other, uud it will be against the precedents
as well a8 the necessities of the day if it take |
auny great tirne to bring about such trials of
gtrength as must soon demonstrate whose
must ba the trinmph. Hevent history far-
nishes very striking examples of how peoples
not less brave than the French, and quite as
determined as the Prossidans, have very readily
sucenmbed before that which they saw it was
futile to resist; and we have even seen how
men not lesgs lopg-headed than Napoleon, and
with quite as pmetratiog & vision as Bismark,
may bs qulokly brought to acknowledgs ao-
complished facts, when they discover it is |
Impossible to refute them. This is pre-
emivently the genius of modern times, and
the lnst three great wars in.Europe give proof
thatit Lins Lind more than one opportanity of
digplaying itself.

It is altogether unlikely, if a war breaks ont
Vetweon France and Prussin on the Loxem-
bourg question, that it will involve cither of

the other three great powers of Enrope. So far |

as that matter iz concerned, it may be con-
giderod assured that neither Eogland mnor |

Russin will take part on either side. We have
Lieard (throngh the newspapers) of active
ellorts heing mnde by both Prussia and France
to secure an alliance with Austria, and we
Lave Leard, now of the success of one and now
of the other. But we ag little reason to
believe that Ausiria would allow herself to ba
used by France as by Prassia, and it muast be
remembered that the policy of Von Benst is
altogether against permitting Austria to be
dragged into war at this time on auy account.
Saveral of the lesser States might be foreed to
participste in the quarrel, but as regards
Yurope at large a duel between Frauce and
Prussia alone would be more in keeping with
the logic of the times.

Buch a war during the coming summer—a
war of boundaries between two contignons
Btates—should mot, in the natore of things,
produce any overwhelming eilect npon the
Jortunes of America. If other matters like
the "Rastern Question’’ were to arise simal- |
taneonsly with this, we shonld doubtless feel
a grealer revulsion; but the present uneasi-
ness is caused solely by the probabilities of a
war between France and Prussia, concerning
the Fortress of Luxembourg; and if we travel
beyond that, we get into a region of political
gpoculation where all ix dubiouy, and in which
the value of nothing whatever s established.

Neithor our commerce, our fluances, mor
our general business can be sald 1o be at all
serlously threatened by the impending Franoo-
Yrussian war—if, indewd, it really be impend.
ing, Our relations with England, which are
more important than those with all the rest of
Europe, would not b interrupted. Our com- |
marcial exchanges with France would only be |
affocted in 50 far as the industrial economies
of Franoe might be diminished, The German
holders of our bonds, in whose hands they ap-
Preciated daring the great war of last summer
wonld not throw them away in case of another
war this summer., Nearly nll our cotton orop
of last year is now marketed, and we may ex-

ect that the war, if it come, wil' be over

'fore we have another orop ready for market.
In fact, in whatever light the question is
stodied, we cannot see that, as things now
stand, there is any nevessity for overpowering
apprehiensions on our part in case France and
FPrussia should try the valus of the Chassepot
Tifle and the needle-gun.

It is the game with war., Some
wars benefit while they destroy; but some
wars are destructive only. There i3 no doubt
A quedtion of right involved in the Luxem-
hourg affair; but in the Interests of mankind
al large it is a matter of comparative insignifi-
cancs whether the fortress ghall continue to
bo the property of the King of Holland, or
remain in the hands of Prossia, or bs handed
over to France. The inhabitants of the duchy
are the parties most immediately interssted;

nor will theirwishes in any way be advanced by
the result, whatever the result may be.

What chiefly lends interest to this question
and invests it to a certain extent with world-
wide importance, is the bearing which it has
on the relative chances of success of the two
great political schemers of the age. The game,
which is yet far from concluded, has been long
and keenly playved. How it is to end it i3 ex-
tremely difficnlt to say. The probabilities are
g0 numercus that ‘he wonld bea bold man
who shounld venture to tell beforehand on
which gide vietory was to lean. I Prussia
and France should go to war on this Luxem-

| bonrg question, it may hasten the final issue,

If this diffioulty is got, over and pence main-
tained Jor the present, the issne may ba de-
layed, but the diplomatic struoggle will not the
less continne. 'rozsiaand France have openly
assmmed the attitude of antagonists; on both
sides feelings have been cmbittered and pas-
sions roused; mor, so long as Napoleon and
Bismark prezide over the respective nationg,
to we see how a collision is to be ultimately
avoided, War alone can determine the rela-
tions which new Germany and old France are
to sustain to each other. Sooner or later war
will be felt to be a necessity. But this Lux-
embourg matter is not a casus belli which publie
opinion will sanetion for the present or history
justify in the future,

We conclude as we began
ling to abandon the hope that peace may be
maintained; but it will not gurprise us to
learn at the earliest moment that the first
shock of arms has been felt, It may, we think,
be safely doubited whether ¢ither Napoleon or
Bismark is, in present cironmstanoes, pergon-
ally desirous of war; but a necessity is laid
upon both the one and the other which neither
is uble to master.  Napoleon has the Exposi-
tion on lLand, and peace is necessary to its
gneeess.  Bismark hns the consolidation of

srmany on hand, and peace is necessary to
its suocess. Dut the pruux spirit of the French
people is roused, and refuses to submit to fur-
ther insnlt; the German populations are united
as one man against the alienation of one inch
of the territory of the Fatherland; and it is by
no means impossible that the interests of the
Exposition will have to be abandoned by the
one and consolidation plans given up by the
other, in obedience to the] force of deeply
roused popular feeling, compromise, and
therefore peace, is still possible: but the pos-
sibility does not appear to increase as time
advances.

The
war for the Union was not offensive but defen-
sive—the Hebellion was simply slavery de-
manding and fighting for an inoreass of its
power. It became necessary to strilce at the
effect (Rebellion) through the oause (slavery);
and we early and oarnestly urged the adoption
of that policy, We insinted that this was not
perverting the war for the Upion fnto & war
for the negro, but, on the contrary, converting
the negro into a potent weapon of defense for
the Union. The Co iperhonds contested this
view vohiemently, with kome aid from zealons
but maladroit Abolitiouists, and still more
y

from T. W., who perversely adopted their
view of the matter, and whose oocasional bul-
leting went the round of their journals as fast
as Issued, serving them most effeotively, It
seemed a sad pity to xee whatever ability and
influenee he had put to such a nse.

~—T. W. kuows better than all this; knows
that the right we have ever upheld i that
aflirmed by oor fathers in the preambls to
their Declaration of Independence, when they
declared that “governments derive their just
powers fYom the consent of the governed,'
and that this consent they have a right to
withdraw, We cannot renounce the doctrines
of the American Revolution in deférence to
any political exigenoy. But we deny that
Rebels wore “‘the people’ or even the States
of the Bouth—we insigt that the Reballion was
the fruit of conspiracy, violence, and terrorism,
overbearing and suppressing the real judg-
went of a majority of the Southern people,
who would have voted it down at any free and
fair election prior to the inauguration of hos-
tilities. Yort Sumter was cannonaded and re-
duoed expressly to ““fire the Sonthern hoart,”
and thus prevent the imminent collapse of the
Sonthern Confederacy.

Were we nnwise in presenting onr view of
the fundamental question ?  Congider that,
the moment Mr. Lincoln's election was assured,
the North was summonsd to make new con-
cessions to the slave power, or fight for the
Union.  To our amazement, T. W, was found
backing this demand—nay, urging that the
Republicans should conkent to run the slave
line clear across the continent, and concede
all our territory south of the parallel of 36
deg, 30 min, to slavery forever ! To do this
wis to insure the nltimate conversion of All
Mexico and Central America, with Cuba, into
additional slave Stites of our Union. To this
fearful concession—to any concession that
would give slavery another foot of free
soll—we were intensely hostile. Yet stocks
were falling, business paralyzed, local elec-
tions going heavily against us in Northern
communities that had just given large ma-
jorities for Lincoln, and all industrial interests
shrinking from the prospect of a vast civil
war. If apoll conld then have been had on
the question, the free States wonld have given
a popular majority for the Crittenden com-
ln-n‘miw. It was cur task to stem this head-
ong torrent, and save the nation from com-
mitting a gigantic crime. We did this, per-
haps not so wisely as another might, but with
such wisdom as we had, We said in sub-
stance, “Not another inch of free soil to
sluvery—rather let the South go, if thers ba
no other alternative.” Let those who did
better (mot T. W.) taks oredit for their
superior sagacity or courage,

Value of Oty Froperty,
Fyom the World,
Beldom, if ever, have there been so many
trapsactions in real estate as at the present
time. The list of tranfers now daily pablished

in the World, shows that these trausactions
are not conlined to asingle distriet of the metro-

polis, bat extond all over the island. High
prices, too, are paid for hounses and lots in
looalities whare one would suppose that the
value of property did not materially inorease
from one year to another. "In Chrystie strest,
for instance, we notice a sle of a house and
lot 26 by 100, for $84,000; while the north-

east corner of Delancey and Ludlow streets,
10 by 75, 18 valued at 850,000, Parohasers
and anliers of property in this eity, by care-
fully reading these lists of fransfors as they
daily appear in this jonunal, will atonoee ascer-
tain the true value of property all over the
gity. In this conneclion i may be stated that
—mno doubt with an eye to foture improve-
ments for business purposes—houses in Grand,
Wooster, Greene, and SBullivan strests seem
to be in demand, while present ownars, well
aware of the congtant march of trade towards
that seotion of the city, nre not at all dis-
posed to part with their old “rookeries’ at
a bargain. Thus, a housge and a lot in
Wooster gtroot, between Hounston and Prince
ptreets, i3 disposed of at 820,600, and one in
Grand strest at £19,000. Of course, the
vicinity of University place, Union squnare,
and the Fifth avenue commands the very
highest prices of real estate in the market.
Thus, we noticed the tranafer of 4 house and
lot in Fourteemth street, near University
place, 45 by 106 feet, for 8300,000; and, at the

same time, one in Seventeonth street, nesar
Fifth avenue, for 805,000, For the next
tenm years at least, if npot for a longar

period, Union square is 1o be the heart of
the eity.  There and in its adjacent streets,
the retail shopg, the places of amusement, the
great restuurants, the club-houses, and the
prominent hotels will sentre, and at lenst one-
third of the people’s money will be expended
in that vioinity, either for ladies' bonnets and
dresses, or for gentlemen’s dinners and wines,
and music for both. In previons articles we
bave shown that among the go-ahead caterers
for amusement and fashion there is just now a
perfect furore to be located somewhere noarthe
square; but our list of transfers at the same
time demonstrates the tact that, with all this
moving up town of all gorta of business, good
prices, nevertheless, continne to be paid for
down-town property; §20,600 is the price of a
houge and 1ot in State street, near Whitehall,
and #34.500 was paid the other day for a house
and lot in Duane street. Fashionable resi-
dences up town, of course, easily commnnd
high prices, and 878,000 for the sonthwest
corner of Madison avenue and Fortieth street
is congidered by real estate brokers a “‘mode-
rate sum.'” This bwing the case, the sum of
£70,000, which was paid the other day for the
northwest ¢orner of Ninetesnth streat and
Fifth avenue, must be considered quite “mody-
rate.”  We take these prices at random from
the list of transfers, as printed daily in this
fonrnal; and as they are official, we cannot go
behind the figures, evenif there i3 an apparent
discrepanoy, as in the above instance.

There does not appear to be much of an
increase in the value of Harlem and Yorkville
property just now, and there probably will
not be until our Albany or city Solons agres
upon some sort of a steam railroad which will
convey residents there, inareasonable time, to
their business in the lower part of the vity.
